PORTERVILLE, Nov. 19 — A rare Golden Eagle, suffering from 
a shotgun blast, is recovering under the care of Dr. C. S. Crane, Por- 
terville veterinarian, who predicts that he'll have the bird “back in the 


air" in another 10 days or so. 

The eagle was found by Henry 
Owen, Ducor rancher, on his range 
land in the Fountain Springs area, 
the middle of last week. At that 
time it was too weak to fly, and 
too weak to put up much resist- 
ance when Mr. Owen placed it in 
a sack and took it home with him. 
He later brought the eagle to Dr. 
Crane when it became obvious the 
bird was headed for the Great Di- 
vide unless something was done 
for it. 

But shots of antibiotics and 
multi-vitamin got the eagle over 
the hump, and it is now well on 
the road to recovery, with Dr. 
Crane reporting that the better 
the eagle feels, the meaner it gets.

However, the good Doc is sure that 
the eagle appreciates his services, 
since, as yet, it has not made a 
serious pass at him, although it 
does give him the ‘‘eagle eye”’ 
when he gets close to it — and 
Doc gives it right back, staying 
light on his feet at all times. 

An. examination of the bird 
shows that it had been hit by a 
shotgun charge, centered in fact, 
for its breast was covered with 
shot wounds, and was badly bruis- 
ed; one wing was also damaged. 

Dr. Crane estimates that the 
eagle must have been lying in the 
field for two or three days before 
Mr. Owen found it. 

Technically, the Golden Eagle is 
of the family of aquila chrysaetos 
that is widely distributed over the 
Northern hemisphere, but that has 
become rather rare in America. 
Dr. Crane has named his new 
friend Sam. 

The eagle is being kept in a 
cage at the Crane dispensary; it 
still gets a shot or two each day, 
with procedure being to hold the 
bird by its feet, place it on its 
back, and fire away — with Sam 
really giving Doc the eagle eye 
when the needle hits. 

So far, the eagle has not volun- 
tarily eaten any food, probably 
because it is in captivity, but Dr. 
Crane is force-feeding it on liver 
and hamburger. Once the food 
is placed in its mouth, with aid 
of a set of forceps, the bird swal- 
lows quickly and with apparent 
relish. : 

Although admittedly not an 
authority on the subject, Dr. Crane 
believes the eagle is a mature 
bird; its wing span is six and one- 
half feet and the shine is begin- 
nng to return to its velvet-brown 
back feathers and to its golden 
neck and ‘head feathers from 
which it derives its name. 

At present, the eagle has recov- 
ered sufficiently to enjoy the sun- 
shine as it sits on a fence rail, 
secured by a leather thong, but 
its wounded wing would still pre- 
vent normal] flight. 

The Golden Eagle is often seen 
in Tulare county foothills; Mr. 
Owen says that he has observed 
several of them in the Fountain 
Springs area recently.

The 
bureau’s determination to allow 
drive-ins to sell below the estab- 
lished minimum retail store carry- 
out price fosters unfair competi- 
tion and discrimination, it was 
contended. 


It was claimed that to permit 
the present situation to continue 
would put the orderly marketing 
of milk in jeopardy, thus affecting 
the consumer still more. The 
whole future of the milk control 
act. could very well hang in the 
balance, it was said. 

The committee was told that the

local dairymen who have sent 
them to the yards as a matter of 
preferance, rather than absolute 
necessity. 

For in addition to offering food 
and shelter, the Smith brothers are 
providing such essential services 
as dehorning, vaccination, breed- 
ing, etc., all of the things that a 
dairyman now does for himself, 
but is finding less and less time, 
today, in which to do it. 

In fact, we suspect that these 
added optionals may cause dairy- 
men to use the yards more and 
more, especially if the price is 
comparable. 


And, the partners say it is. As 
a matter of fact, they claim they 
can save the producer money by 
getting his. animal'in the milking 
string in a good deal shorter time. 
As proof they cite the better than 
two pounds daily gains made by 
the heifers in the yards, which, 
according to them, is about double 
that of pasture-fed animals, and 
which means to them that a pro- 
ducer can start getting profits 
sooner.

They support this 
contention by pointing to their 
phenomenally low mortality loss- 
es during the past 13 months that 
they have been in operation, 
which, according to their records, 
is only one animal. 

How is it possible to double 
gains and reduce losses?’ Well, 


obviously. you have to have a lot} 


of know-how and, apparently the 
Smith brothers have. They’ve 
been in the business a long time, 
and John has been doing statisti- 
cal work for feedlots for quite a 
spell. Together they make an 
ideal combination in this modern 
agri-business world. 

Their decision to locate in Por- 
terville was by no means acciden- 
tal. It is their opinion that this 
area is ideally suited, both geo- 
graphically and climatically, to 
this new-type business. Accord- 
ing to them, this may be the prom- 
ised land, a sort of ‘‘haven for 
Homeless Cows’’. 

To better understand what a 
dairy cow owner may expect from 
this new industry, as well as 
what it may cost, let’s follow a 
calf through the yards. 

If she is typical, she will weigh 
about 500 pounds on arrival. Prior 
to being assigned to a pen, she 
will be sprayed for pest control 
and inoculated with preventative 
vaccines. After becoming accli- 
mated to her new surroundings 
she will in turn be dehorned, have 
any supernumary teats removed 
from her udder, vaccinated for 
Bangs disease and tested for tu- 
berculosis. 

From now on, except for her 
monthly checkups, she will be free 
to do what cows like most to do — 
eat. She will be left alone except 
when Mother Nature decides that 
it’s time for her to ‘‘carry on the 
species’, at which time she will be 
bred to one of the yard’s own reg- 
istered beef bulls, or to a dairy 
sire of the owner’s choosing from 
one of the artificial insemination 
services. 

In due time, the owner will be
